No One Under Eighteen Years 
To Sign Blood Donor Forms 

TocJay marks the beginning of the voluntary registration of 
students for McGill's war effort. Registration booths, under the 
direction of the Red Wings, will be act up, in all the principal 
campus buildings and will be open from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. each day. 
The objective set by the committee, at a meeting last night, is 100 
per cent, registration of the student body. 
Each prospective registrant will"^ 



be given two forms to fill in. Of 
these, one ic the standard Blood 
Donor form of the Red Cross, and 
the other is a special form, pre- 
pared by the War Council for the 
use of McGill students only. The 
former of these two forms should 
not be used by anyone less than 
eighteen years old, and should be 
accompanied by the written permis- 
sion of the parents of any ^egis 
trant between the ages of eighteen 
and twenty-one. However, there is 
one major change In the Blood 
Donor situaUon this year; women 
will be taken as well as boys, and 
are strongly urged by the Red 
Cross to register, since the North 
African campaign is making great 
demands upon this service. 

Form Described. 

The special McGill form begins 
by asking the volunteer to check 
off all free hours. This does not 
necessarily mean every hour that is 
not occupied by a lecture or by 
military training, but merely those 
hours that can be spared for essen 
tial war work. The first two ques- 
tions, requesting people to register 
for war work in Industry and as 
human Guinea-Figs, are not likely 
to t>e acted upon inunediately.-but 
are included to meet an emergency 
f Continued on Page Four.)

Yesterday evening at 5 p.m. Mr, 
Tracy Strong, secretary-general of 
the world's committee of the YMCA 
spoke to a -gathering of the stu 
dent body in the Arts Building. His 
topic was entitled "Students behind 
barbed wire," although In his ad 
dress he gave a general survey of 
conditions in Europe at the present 
time and did not confine himself 
strictly to the plight of studenU. 

During the course of his talk, Mr, 
Strong quoted many examples of 
Uie sufferings of students and of 
refugees, often giving actual in- 
stances known to himself or 
members of his family. He eroph» 
sised .that there were two princl 
pal needs at the present moment in 
the refugee camp^ and prisoner-of- 
war camps in .occupied Europe 
These two needs are the physical 
necesslUes of life, clothes and food, 
and some form of recreation to les-

A meeting of the Students' Soci- 
ety has been called for tomorrow, 
and will be held in the Union. The 
subject under discussion at this 
meeting Is to be the much-publicis- 
ed question of the draughting of 
Pr<rf<Km/ John , CuUiton of the De- 
partment of Economies. 

This meeting was called by a 
large number of undergraduates, in 
a protest against the supposedly un- 
questioned call-up of a well-known 
member of the staff, which was 
first made known at a meeting of 
the Poiitical Economy Club last 
Thursday. At this meeting, and 
since Uiat Ume the following reso- 
lution, around which the discus- 
sion will revolve, has been passed 
around and signed by a large pro- 
portion of those students who have, 
at some time, taken lectures or have 
been harvesting with Professor 
Culliton. 

Professor Culliton, who has been 
for many years . a member of the 
Economics Staff, and a well-known 
lecturer in the first year Economics 
courses, was recently in the lime- 
light in connection wiUi the harvest 
U:lp. He was in charge of the Mc- 
Gill Contingent of Harvesters that 
journeyed Ul Saskatchewan. 

It was emphuized that although 
Prof. Culliton is interested in con- 
tinuing his work at the University, 
he is not averse to accepting the 
draft call. If such action is deemed 
in the best interests of the nation. 

The resolution, as drafted by the 
executive of the Political Economy 
Club reads as follows: 

"Whereas we are given to under- 
stand that Professor J. T. Culiton 
of the Economics DeparUnent has 
received a call-up notice from the 
Canadian Army; 

"Whereas we beUeve that Profes- 
sor CulUton's mwt valuable contri- 
bution to the War Effort is associat- 
ed with his present work; 

"Whereu we recognize that the 
government is defeating its own 
ends by conscripting professors 
when it permits the student body

a gathering of some 50 students last 
night in the Union Grill Room, 
where a pro-tem executive of three 
were elected by the newly-formed 
McGill Branch of the League of 
Nations Society. 

Dr. Martin, president of the Mont 
rea\ Branch of the League of Na 
tions Society, stated that the League 
of Nations had not "failed, but had 
been let down by the nationalistic 
governments which it, represented." 
"Looking back," he conUnued. '"it 
seems pathetic to realize the faith 
pinned on the League of Nations 
by the peoples of the world." Dr. 
Martin blamed the United States for 
not having been "mature enough to 
realize how much this planet had 
shrunk." This tragic mistake, said 
Prof. Martin, started the League of 
Nations off on the wrong foot 

Dr. Martin again emphasized that 
the League had failed only "as an 
instrument for preventing war," but 
had 'succeeded in regulating, the 
narcotics frade, in preventing "at

If so, it should be recorded to the 
everlasting shame of university students 
Averywherc, for our contributions to dale, 
for the most part, have been pitifully in- 
adequate. 

True, last year the War Fund garnered 
a little mpre than one dollar per student; 
true, nearly 120 pounds of salvage per stu- 
dent was collected. During the year about 
12^ of the undergraduate body volun- 
teered as guinea-pigs and 8fo for other 
war work. How, though, we ask, docs this 
look when regarded as being the product 
of sQven months of wai- work? 

It is generally recognized that the 
mpney that a university can collect will 
Ppt^Virin any wars, though it may very ap- 
preciably help some war charity. How- 
ever, the nioney collected on the campus 
ihould be only a very minor part of pur 
aehicvements. There is a great deal that 
we can do, a great deal that must be done. 
Soipe of it will demand tiu^e, effort an(j 
even some discomfort. // our Taresencc here 
is to be juslified, we mtul do it. The rcg 
istration starting today is our opportunity 
to show that we do know that tiiere is a 
war on and that we arc part of it.

THE PRATT RECITAL 
The young Canadian pianist Ross Pratt 
played to a most enthusiastic ahd sympathetic 
audience when he appeared in the lirtt of a 
series of recitals at Royal Victoria College on 
Firiday last. His program was wcll-chos«n and 
well-balanced, and it was especially gratifying 
to aee the Inclusion ot so many early selections 
nf program music, not only as a change from 
the stock formula of Bach, Beethoven and 
Brahms, but àlsoyiécàuse of the fact that this 
type of musi?iïjo'often unjustifiably slighted 
In the selection of programs for solo recitals. 

Mr. Pratt's performance was outstanding in 
Its display of technical facility, but his musi- 
cianship, although brilliant at times,< was im- 
mature, especially in selections ' requiring a 
rapid change of mood. Experience and matur- 
ity may develop in Mr. Pratt those qualities 
that are at present lacking in hii work. 

His program opened with the Bach Chro- 
matic Fantasy and Fugue. The tone through- 
out the Fantasy was sonorous on the whole, 
yet noticeably uneven and rather blurred in 
some bravura passages. He achieved nice con- 
trasts in some of the chromatic broken chord 
runs, and his technique was flawless, with a 
slight tendency towards harshness in the mar- 
tellato. Thé concluding portion was feelingly 
Interpreted, the minor passages fading natur- 
ally into a Tierce di Picardie at the end. The 
technique and rhythm of the Fugue, were su- 
perb throughout One had a feeling of a cer- 
tain haste towards the end which rather ob- 
scured the effective entries of subject so that 
they could not' easlly" be recognised. 

The Largo from the Concerto in F was 
played with a quiet yet singing tone, but -af 
little too impersonally, with very little rubato, 
which made thé phrasing a trifle awkward at 
)imes. 

The King's Hunt, an early work by the Eng- 
lish composer John Bull, was a fitting contrast 
to the quiet Largo preceding. This piece has 
been arranged by Claxton— that la to say over- 
arranged, and over-ornamented with the re- 
sult that the contrasts descriptive of the (lorse'a 
change in gait In the original version, arc de 
stroyed, and the clever echoing effect of the 
horns is also eliminated. 

In the Siciliana and Rigaudon, Mr. Pratt 
again demonstrated that he is at his best in 
pieces that do credit to his fine bravura style. 
There was not enough contrast In mood be- 
tween the two, suggesting that the artist finds 
it difficult to achieve a quick change from a 
reflective mood to a more lively one. 

The second group of his program was made 
up of the entire twelve etudes comprising 
Opus 10 of Chopin's works. These were played 
without interruption, a rather remarkable feat 
Mr. Pratt had rearranged the order in which 
these etudes are usually played, and the change 
was most effective. 

The opening etude in C major was notable 
for Its excellent basseé; and was brilliantly 
played on 'the whole. In the E Flat minor 
ptude following, there was lacking a continu 
ity ot flow which became decidedly erratic as 
the music progressed so that the melody came 
In spurts, as it were. The G Flat Major Etude 
was excellently rendered. It was sprightly and 
possessed the true Chopinesquo charm. 

The E Flat Major etude, with its familiar 
rolled chords, is one of the most difficult in 
the series. This had the melodic flow that the 
second laçlted, and Mr. Pratt's fiftl) finger, 
riglit hand, was truly herculean. The Revolu- 
tio^ag^tli^e^fpllQwed at such a furious pace 
thai^me^fèit^tiie need of a little rubato, espe- 
cially in the snatches ot octave theme In the 
right hand which require a more impressive 
tone. The A Flat Major possessed a liquidity 
of tone eminently suitable and tasteful. In the 
F Minor Etude, Mr. Pratt did. not seem steeped 
in its mood, and made ot it a mere technical 
display, with tone actually harsh in spots. Hie 
F Major was a happy choice after F Minor, as 
the change in key tonality was refreshing. Mr. 
Pratt was here in a merry mood which per 
fectly suited the etude, and the left hand 
theme was effectively contrasted to the rip 
plipg right hand. The second etude in C 
Major, which is Number Seven in the collec- 
tion, and a difficult one, was played with 
amazing facility. The familiar E Major etude 
with its plaintive, tender theme did i)0t carry 
conviction, perhaps because there are widely 
divergent opinions on its interpretation. The 
A minor etude was rather colorless with Jta 
stilted tone. The concluding Etude in C Sharp 
Minor was also amazing in its perfect technical 
accuracy, especially since it was (he last in a 
long, and difficult series of etudes. 

Of his two encores, the popular Raçhnianln- 
ott Prelude in G Minor was more favorably 
impressive to this reviewer than anything thn 
artist had previously done. His singing tone, 
which had not been remarkable heretofore was 
easily the best of the evening, especially in the 
melodic middle section, 

Hie mere fact that Mn Frfflt^could, accede 
to the audience's demands for one^encore, let 
alone two, was additional tribute to his truly 
exceptional technical prowess, and the aban- 
don and verve with wl>ieh each encore was 
rendered gave more promise tlian any single 
number of the foregoing program.

There was an 
car-splitting roar. The world seemed to turn 
upside-down. Then came the wall of the 
sirens, giving the stem command to take to 
the life-boats. Sleepy and cold, the passengers 
began their battle with the might of the At- 
lantic. ■ -J. A.
